On May 11 we published an editorial, "Slippery 
Statistics,'* noting thafc the FBI crime report pre- 
sented a somewhat misleading picture of juvenile 
crime ,by averaging statistics for individual crimes. 
In another column D* M. Ladd, former assistant 
to the director' of the FBI, takes us severely to 
task for what he regards as an inaccurate and un- 
fair comment. A word t)f further explanation is 
in order. , . 

Our objection was to the sentence* in the report 

that said: 

Although youths under 18 account for only 12.3 
per cent of arrests for all age groups, they make 
up 47.2 per cent of the arrests for the Part I 
crimes of murder and non-negligent manslaughter, * 
negligent manslaughter, rape, robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary-breaking or entering, larceny, 
theft and auto theft. 

To the casual reader this may imply that youths 
under 18 accounted for 47 per cent of the mur-^ 
ders. Actually, only 6.6 per cent of the arrests 
for murder and 6 per cent of the arrests for negli- 
gent manslaughter involved youths; but persons 
under 18 figured in 52 per cent of the larceny 
arrests and 67.6 per cent of the auto th^t arrests. 

We have no thought that the FBI intended to 
mislead; the report seeks in the next paragraph 
to make clear that most serious youthful offenses 
were for crimes against property rather than for 
crimes against the persdn. Undoubtedly some of 
the news stories reflected inadequate appreciation 
of the qualifications. Nevertheless, we suggest 
that there is an easy way to minimize this sort 
of misunderstanding in the future. That is for 
the FBI to break down its Part I summaries into 
separate categories for property and personal 
ofEenses and avoid lumping them together in 
generalizations. 
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Slippery Statistics 

It is- typical of The Washing- 
ton Post to criticize the FBI 
everytime it can find an ex- 
cuse, but to do so on the basis 
of erroneous news reporting 
is inexcusable. Yet in your 
May 11 editorial "Slippery 
Statistics" you take at face 
value an article from the New 
Jo^k Times and criticize the 
FBI. Had the editorial writer, 
who was so anxious to criticize 
only cheeked the original 
source, the "Uniform Crime 
geports" published by the 
FBI, he could very easily have 
discovered that both the New 
York Times and your paper 
were being inaccurate and un- 
fair, and thus misleading your 
readers.

Although youths under 18 account for only 12.3 
per cent of arrests for all age groups, they make 
up 47.2 per cent of the arrests for the Part I 
crime^' of murder and non-negligent manslaughter. • 
nogHgent manslaughter, .rape; robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary-breaking or entermg, larceny- 
thoft'and auto theft. 

To the casual reader thi's may imply that youths 
under 18 accounted for 47 per cent of the i6ur- 
ders. Actually, only 6.6 per cent of the arrests 
for murder and 6 ^er cent of the arrests for negli- 
gent manslaughj:er involved youths; but persons 
under 18 figured in 52 per cent of the larceny 
arrests and 67.6 per cent of the auto theft arrests. 
We have no thought that the FBI intended to 
mislead; the report seeks in the next paragraph 
to make clear that most serious youthful offenses 
were for crimes against property rather than for 
crimes against the person. Undoubtedly some of 
the news stories reflected inadequate appreciation 
of the qualifications. Nevertheless, we suggest 
that there is an easy way to minimize this sort 
of misunderstanding in the future. That is for 
the FBI to break down its Part I su^imme* into 
separate tittegories for property and personal 
offenses ar.d avoid lumping them togf^fter in 
generaliza' ^ta.

**Mickey" Ladd, who was 
known as a tight-lipped man 
shunning publicity during his 
career as the FBI*s top investi- 
gator, had stepped into the 
political klieg lights during his 
rfetirement by becoming the 
Republican candidate for Con- 
gress irom Florida's Fifth Dis- 
|iict. He was to have opposed 
Rep. Syd Herlong (D-Fla.) of 
Leesburg in the November 
election. 

He was on his way to Day- 
! tona Beach with his wife, 
Katherine, when his ear was 
struck and knocked into the 
path of a following vehicle.

A heavy-set man who often 
worked a 12-hour day, Mr.

He said 
these two men and Dr. FORT ptepai-ed and signed letters about the 
organization in an effort to jenlist interest of prospective new

Dr. FORT furnished information similar to that in the 

i above letter as to the nature of this organisation. In addition, 
he advised that FN is an ^^underground type" organization whose 
aims are: . . (^tT ^. ^ H^f^'i; ^Tf/^'.

1. To infiltrate Communist Party '"f5?onT'^'rouW"'in ^ 
order to counteract communism influence. • /-.L-4 

2. To form a hard core anti-communist group to act 

in event the communists ever' succeed in taking over the Government 
of this country. 

He said they are very selective in their recruiting of 
new members on the basis of character, loyalty, and integrity. 
He said it is not their purpose to insist that everybody think 
alike so long as they aire loyal to basic pr^inciples of our 
democratic system. He said new members are recommended by the 
old proven ones and are checked on before being invited to Join. 

Dr. FORT said the organization is designed to act not 
as a group but through its individual members. Each member 
acts on his own but the activities are coordinated by district 
and state leaders. They have a monthly publication known as 
the "Florida Network. Bulletin," which is produced in Winter Park 
by mimeograph process* Its purpose is to alert the members 
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to dangerous situations as they arise and to guide them toward 
effective action. Among the actions it suggests are that 

I members write lettei^ to the editors of various publications, letters 
to congressmen, attend meetings, etc. The "Florida Network 
Bulletin" is confidential and members are told not to allow 
outsiders to read same. 

As example of the FN's activity, Dr. FORT pointed out 
that several FN members had attended the meeting sponsored by 
the Southern Conference Educational Fund in Orlando, Fla., 
3/12/60, and the FN intends to pursue its infiltration of this 
\ j group. 

Dr. FORT said there are approximately 200 members of 
the FN in Fla. The organization is in small groups or cells so 
that members do not know each other except where necessary. 
The only complete list of members is at the state headquarters 
in Winter Park. The headquarters and publication of the 
iNetwork's Bulletin are the responsibility of J?HILLIP Jftt^REED, 
p2£lLjGear^a^ve..^ Winter Park, aid. RICHARD^ONNELL, SOlJffest 
'Fairbanks, Winter Park, Fla. l^J;^!- 

Dr. FORT said he has been the state leader in Fla. 
since the FN was organized. Diiring the preceding year when he 
was at Pomona College in California, he organized three similar 
groups there; two of which he said are still in existence. In 
the meantime, people in other states have become interested in 
the FN and have begun to organize similar activity. Dr. FORT 
said some former Bureau personnel interested in the Network are: 
D. M. LADD, mentioned above, who he said has been kept apprised 
of the FN's progress throughout its existence; STANLEY TRACY, 
former Assistant Director of the FBI; and Mr. CLEON SKOUSEN, 
former Special Agent and former Chief of Police at Salt Lake 
City, Utah. He said Mr. TRACY introduced him to JOHN FISHER 
and JACK ISON, both former FBI Agents, who now head the American 
Security Council (ASC) in Chicago. He said it is anticipated 
ASC through a satellite organization- v/ill provide national 
leadership and coordination to the various state networks. 

At the time of the above dnteirview Dr. FORT was pre- 
paring to leave Tampa and move to Buena Park, Calif., where he 
will be employed as Director of the Free Enterprise Association. 
His address there will be P. 0. Box 121, Ghost Town Rural 
Station, Buena Parki Calif. He said nobody had been selected 
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to take over state leadership of FN in his place, although 
efforts were being made to select a new leader • After Dr* 
FORT'S departure from Tampa, he sent SA RUTHERFORD a carbon 
copy of a letter^ he had written to Mr* ROB(ERT WALL, former 
SAC at Miami, soliciting V/ALL's assistance in connection with 
the FN and stating a representative would call on him*^ Dr.. FORT 
also advised in a letter that the coordinating agency- -xn^-Chicago 
has been set up but may not begin^ functioning for a year or two. 
He said it will be known as th^g>< Foundation fo _r„American Research,

Florida, and, at the time of 
his death, was a candidate for election to the United States Congress 
as Representative of the Fifth District of Florida* Mr. Ladd was 
survived by his wife Katharine? they had no children. 

Concerning the Colt .38 caliber super automatic pistol, 
Serial Number 35209, described in your letter as once the property of 
D. Milton Ladd, that description indicates production about 1941. 
Our files contain no information regarding presentation of a pistol 
to Mr. Ladd by the FBI or any Mexican agency • If a private presentation 
was made to, or the pistol privately purchased by, Mr, Ladd, it would not 
necessarily be part of our records, 

Colt .38 caliber super automatics were issued by the FBI for 
use by Agents for a period after FBI Agents were first authorised to 
carry firearms routinely, June 18, 193^. Even after the .38 caliber 
revolver becaiT^e the standard issue, some Agents were granted permission 
to carry an automatic* Whether Mr* Ladd actually carried the automatic 
pistol in his official capacity is not reflected in our records.
